Executive Mansron, June 16. 


Pursuant to a provision of Chapter 164 of the 
laws of the first session of the Fifty-second Con-

A glance at the records of the twenty officers 
detailed as‘Indian Agents may serve to show just 
what ‘“‘soft snaps” they have had during their 
jong service: Major Randlett, Ninth Oavalry, 
served during the entire war as an officer of New 
Hampshire Volunteers, and has been an officer of 
the Regular Service for twenty-six years, during 
the greater part of which time he has had arduous 
duty on the frontiers. Major John H. Patterson has 
been thirty-two years in the line, with no favors, 
rising steadily from grade to grade. Oaptain 
W. H. Beck served as enlisted man and officer dur- 
ing the most of the war, and has twenty-six years’ 
service as an Officer of the Tenth U.S. Oavalry, a 
regiment whose service has never been in very de- 
sirable regions. Captain W. E. Dougherty, a gal- 
lant Irishman, has thirty-three years’ good service 
to his credit. Oaptain L. W. Cooke has a war re- 
cord, and as enlisted man and officer of the Regu- 
lar Army has a record second to none, datiug from 
Deeember, 1862. Oaptain Joseph Hale is in the 
same class as Captain Oooke. Oaptain Ohas. G 
Penney served gallantly during the late war 
from 1862 to 1866, as an enlisted man and officer 
of volunteers, has been an officer of the Regular 
Army since 1866 and has a wide Indian experience. 
Captain L F. Burnett served from 1862 to 1867 in 
the Volunteer service, and since May, 1867, has 
been au officer of approved duty service in the Regu- 
lar Army. Captain H. G. Brown has served in the 
Volunteers and Regulars since 1861, and Iowa has 
reason to be proud of her son. Oaptain W. H. 
Clapp has a distinguished war record, and since 
February, 1866, has, as a regular officer, done a 
full share of duty with his regiment. Oaptain C. 
§. Roberts joined the New York Volunteers in 1862, 
was mustered out in 1865, was appointed to the 
Regular Army in 1866, and besides his record asa 
duty officer, has a wide experience in staff duties, 
Captain Thomas Sharp has also a war record, and 
is of approved. service and experience. Oaptain W. 
P. Rogers served from 1862 to 1865, was appointed 
an officer of the Kegular Army in 1866, and for the 
past twenty-seven years has earned whatever re- 
cognition the powers that be see fit to bestow. 
Captain J. L. Bullis, well, what he don’t know 
about Indians is scarcely worth learning. He has 
a good war record from 1862 to 1866, and as an 
officer of the Regular Army since September, 1867. 
Then there is Oaptain Charles F. Robe, the second 
Captain of his regiment, an officer of Volunteers 
from 1862 te 1866, and since 1866 an officer of the 
Regular Army with a duty record second to none. 

Of the remaining five it may be said that though 
they have no war records it is not their fault 
but the fault of their youth. Oaptain Homer W. 
Wheeler has had nearly eighteen years service with 
the 5th U. 8S. Oavalry, and no one will dispute that 
service with that regiment for so long a time, 
must have given ample experience for this 
special service. The Fifth Horse know an 
Indian when they see him and can “size 
him up” toanicety. Captain John T. Van Ors- 
dale has twenty-one years service, and though not 
a major in grade, has attained a decided majority 
in point of experience and practical duty in the 
field and in the garrison. Oaptain H. W. Sprole 
left the Military Academy in 1869, and his nearly 
a quarter of acentury of regimental duty, with 
little element of ‘‘ softness” about it, makes him 
well qualified for the position to which he has been 
assigned. Oaptain Chas. A. Dempsey just shaved 
the war, coming out of the Military Academy in 
June, 1865, and is a typical Virginian, gallant and 
energetic, and last, but not least, Oaptain Henry 
Wygant, has twenty-one years service, all of it of 
well approved merit. 

This is but a brief summary of the military ca- 
teers of the twenty officers concerned. Their records 
speak for them, and that they cheerfully accept the 
hard and responsible service of Indian Agent in place 
of less tedious duties of garrison life adds another 
laurel to their already hard earned honors.

Ido 
not hesitate to say that I believe there isno school 
in Europe which surpasses the one at West Point as 
an institution to discipline Army officers. I have 
had experience, for I went through the long, tire- 
some grind of the German military schools before 1 
became an officer in the Hussars ten years ago.” 








Te fourteenth annual report of the Army Mu- 
tual Aid Association, from April 1, 1892, to March 31, 
1293, shows a flourishing condition of affairs. The 
membership is now over 1,100, the assets on April 
1, 1893, were $119,215.12, bevefits to the amount of 
$53,481.87 were paid out in 1892-98, the amount on this 
account paid out by the association since its organi- 
zation being $411,700. The sum of $13,961 has also 
been returned to members on account of unused as- 
sesesments. Figures speak plainer than words. The 
older officers of the Army appreciate the value of 
this mutual benefit society, and trust that the 
younger Officers of the present and the future will 
see the professional as well as the pecuniary ad- 
vantage in faithfully and energetically sustaining 
its aims and objects.

By loot obtained at Luck- 
now, encumbered estates of many officers were 
cleared of their mortgages. ‘Before we left Luck- 
now,’ says Mr. Forbes-Mitchell, ‘ plunder accumu- 
lated by prise ageuts was estimated at over 2£600,- 
000—vide Times, May 31, 1858—and within a week it 
had reached a million and a quarter sterling. * * 
Certain small caskets in battered cases contained 
redemptions of mortgaged estates in Scotland, Eag- 
land and Ireland. I could myself name one deeply 
encumbered estate, which was cleared of mortgage 
to the tune of £180,000 within two years of the plun- 
der of Lucknow.’”

LIEUTENANT WARREN B. Fox, 10th Infantry, has 
disappeared from Fort Leavenworth and, in view 
of the large number of claims against him now pour- 
ing in upon the authorities at the Fort Leavenworth 
School, it is assumed that he has deserted. Oolonel 
Townsend has reported his prolonged absence with- 
out leave to the War Department, together with 
the complaints from his creditors, and he will be 
dropped as a deserter in August next, when the 90 
days’ period fixed by law expires, unless he is found 
meantime. Mr. Fox is a native of Wisconsin and 
was appointed from the Army Nov. 19, 1892, after 
serving three and one-half years as private, cor- 
poral and sergeant of Co. A, 24th Infantry. At the 
post, says the T'imes, the enlisted men are especially 
wrought up over the action of the lieutenant. They 
regard it as a severe reflection upon them. They say 
he was only commissioned last fall and to disgrace 
his commission and the Service, as he has by his 
conduct, deserves the severest punishment. There 
is not a single soldier or officer who sympathizes 
with the absconding officer. 





RROENT proceedings in the French courts reveal 
the fact that a British naval officer of high rank has 
permitted himself to bs blackmailed to the extent 
of numerous thousands of pounds. He was indiscreet 
enough to establish relations with a youngwomanwho 
could not read the loving letters he sent to her, and 
she was obliged to show them to persons less sorupu- 
lous than she proved to be. In this way the facts 
were obtained for working upon the officer’s fears 
lest the threat to publish his letters should be car- 
ried out. Completely overcome by grief and shame, 
the officer punctually submitted to all the calls 
made on his purse. Sums varying from £200 to £400 
were at first put down to hush the matter up, but 
having tasted blood the men grew bolder, and not 
only contrived to extort from their viotim the £4,000 
which he had laid by in the bank, but compelled him 
to have recourse to money lenders as well. On the 
strength of the little fortune which they were thus 
systematically wringing from their prey the party 
led a life of luxury and dissipation. As a last stroke 
they sent to the officer a bogus police official, who 
threatened criminal prosecution. Finally brought 
to bay he denounced the blackmailers, and they 
were arrested, but not one of the letters which bave 
been the origin of all this trouble has been discoy- 
ered. As for the fair creature who had so fascinated 
the gallant officer, she is on the very eve of her nup- 
tials with a respectable citizen. She was throughout 
in total ignorance of the use to which the epistles 
addressed to her by her admirer had been turned. 





Many strictures have been passed in the daily 
press upon Col. F. C. Ainsworth, U. 8. A., and his 
chief clerk because they are ‘severe disciplinarians,” 
and insist upon a fair day’s work for a fair day's 
pay. This is just what they ought to do, and what 
their obligations require them to do. The average 
Government clerk of the lower grades needs a course 
of discipline to bring him into thorough aoquaint- 
ance with the fact that his position is not a sinecure 
and that something more is required of him than to 
simply ornament the official desk and stool. The 
veteran and proved clerks can sever afford to be 
idle, for they have not only to shoulder their own 
responsibilities and duties but also those of the em- 
ployees who are undergoing the breaking in process 
and possibly chafing under the curb. So let us have 
good, common sense discipline, bureaucratic rules, 
if you will, and to those who have to live under 
them we commend our own Longfellow’s words:

THE STATE TROOPS. 
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NEW YORK STATE CAMP OF INSTRUCTION. 


PEEKSKILL, JUNE 22, 1898. 

For the midday drill of Wednesday, June l4, 
the two battalions of the 23d Regiment were oon- 
solidated into three companies each, with a front of 
twenty-four full files. During this drill the expe- 
rience gained by Major DeForest duriag the week 
of the special battalion last year, enabled him to 
push the movements prescribed to a most success- 
fulissue. His commands were clear and distinct, 
while his instructions were so concise that officers 
and men readily understood what was required of 
them. The drill wasin the school of the platoon, 
and though at first the officers and men seemed to 
be afraid of the space and frequentiy lost distance. 
they quickly recovered their wits and the several 
movements worked as smoothly as though executed 
on the floor of the Clermont avenue armory. The 
manus!, too, was excellent. On the lower field 
Capt. Everdell struggled manfully with his battal- 
ion, executing the same movements. He had ac- 
cepted command of this battalion only on the day 
before the regiment marched for camp, and 
though a thoroughly competent officer, he was to 
a certain extent bandicapped by nervousness at the 
start. Fortunately he was assisted by Lieut. Har- 
dip, U. 8. A., instructor of drills, and though sever- 
al bad breaks were made during the drill, they 
were quickly rectified and a confidence iospired in 
the battalicn commander and his subordinates that 
made the closing portion of the drill a marvel of 
neatness. 

As in the first Lattalion, the manual of arms was al- 
most perfection. Much credit is due Capt. Everdell 
for the manner in whica he has handled his bat- 
talion during the week in camp. 

Tbe dress parade of the day, but for the failure of 
the first battalion to properly align its ranks, would 
have been the best of the week. 

The early morning drills of Thursday were prelim- 
inary to the final work of the weet, “the compsuy 
in extended order, and the form for attack.” The 
battalion commanders were indefatigable in their 
efforts to make officers and men understand this 
new idea and succeeded so well that the forenoon 
drill, “* battalion extension,”’ with Major De Forest 
in command, was comparatively a success. The re- 
gimept was formed in four companies, thirty two 
files each and were bandled with good judgment by 
the major, his explanations of the severa! movements 
being clear and precise, and though this was his first 
experience as a battalion commander and the first 
effort of the company officers and men in this new 
drill, the general work was of a most satisfactory 
ebaracter. The only grievous fault to be found 
was the lack of discipline in the men, incessant 
talking in the ranke, absolute disobedience to the 
orders of the pen-com. officers and a laziness to 
move forward at the double time, which osused 
many uncomplimentary remarks from the spec- 
tators. Taken asa whole, however, this drillin the 
battle formation performed as it was for the first 
time and with the company officers as a rule abso- 
lutely green to the new movements must be con- 
sidered a success. T e drills will be a repetition of 
these movewents, “extended order and the form 
for attack,’”’ during which blank cartridges will be 
used, and if the junior officers and non-coms. can 
hold the men in check there is little doubt that the 
regiment’s work will receive the approyal of the 
U. 8. Army and State inspectors.
